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Tax reform compromise found by Congress

The bill would reduce the number 
of Individual tax brackets from 14 or 
IS, depeiullng on filing status, to two 
basic rales of 15 percent and 28 pec- 
cent (although uppcrincome people 


would pay more) and a maximum 
corporate rate of 34 percent. Both 
the maximum rates are one percen- 
tage point above the Senate-passed 
rates that Packwood had Insisted 
could not be exceeded. 

One last-minute change would 
delay dntll 1989 raising the personal 
exemption to a full $2,000; now 
$1,080, It would rise to $l,900 next 
year and $1,950 in 1988. As earnings 
of upper-income people Incre^, 
their exemptions would drop g^MU-

The special “marriage peiwJ' 
ly“ writeoff for two-earner coUpIea- 
would end. Deductions for consumer 
Interest and state and local spies, 
taxes would vanish.

The House passed a major defense 
bill after adding provisions to ban 
testing of antl-satcllltc weapons, 
block production of chemical 
weapons, require continued com- 
pliance with the SALT 11 nuclear 
treaty, hall U S. nuclear tests for a 
year and freeze "Star Wars’’ spen- 
ding. 

President Reagan on Saturday 
vowed to veto the measure unless an 
upcoming House-Senate conferenW 
committee removes those restric- 
tions. It “would pull the rug out 
from under our arms negotiators In 
Geneva and eventually Imperil the 
national security ol the United 
States," the president said In his 
weekly radio address.' 

Meanwhile, House and Senate 
negotiators neared agreement on a 
sweeping overhaul of the federal In- 
come tax system. 

It had been "In many ways a his- 
toric week around here," said Senate 
Majorily’Lcader Bob Dole, R-Kan., 
Friday evening after the Senate's 
final South Africa vote. 

There was lust “one lit tle final 
step here” that needed to be done 
before Congress could begin Its 
three-week recess, he said, a $32 
billion credit Increase to carry the 
Treasury until Congress returns In 
September. 

The ensuing battle lasted nearly 
until dawn Saturday. It was a snap-, 
shot of Congress’ Inability this year 
to belly up to the spending cuts re- 
quired to keep Its promises of deficit 
reduction. 

So far, Congress has failed to pass 
any. of the legislation needed to Im- 
plement the llscal 1987 budget. No 
spring bills, lax bills, cost-con- 
talnmenl legislation, nothing.

Crews brace as lightning threat reuiued

Crews braced Saturday for con- 
tinued hot, dry weather and another 
spate of lightning that threatened to 
erase a week of progress In the bat- 
tle against fires that have blackened 
more than 1^,000 acres of Idaho 
forest and rangeland.

R-Idaho, said after a brief- 
ing at the Boise Interagency Fire 
Center, the national headquarters

BIFC ^k^man Arnold Hartigan 
said two storm systems were ex- 
pected lb pass through central Idaho 
oh Saturday and score lhc 'stale with 
dry lightning and wind gusts up to 40 
mph. 

"We could gel some storms with 
moisture on Monday," Hartigan 
sald.-"Bul until -then we’re going to 
have 48 hours of lightning." 

Meanwhile, about 3,000 firefighters 
and Idaho National Guard troops 
continued their struggle against 
(ires sparked by similar storms that 
passed Ihrou^ the region last 
' weekend.

The logic of deficit 
efforts: RMse taxes 

Now that the budget is approaching its first reai 
^ encounter with 'ingress’s deficit iimits, the com- 
piaints and objections are growing sharper. 

They faii bito two categories. 

As a matter of economic poiicy, the dissenters 
: hoid, it’s dangerous to cut the deficit sharpiy at a 
: time when the economy seems to be siowing down. 

: Deficits push the economy to expand, and without 
: that push, they argue, there’s a rising risk of a reces- 
: Sion. 

t Other dissenters point out that the struggie to 
: reduce the deficit is doing intoierabie damage to 
: , essential spending programs' — for example, foreign 
; aid. The present level of American aid for economic 
development abroad is clearly Inadequate, and under 
: the weight of the Gramm-Rudmatt-Holllngs process, 
the chances of raising it are exceedingly thin. 

’Those are substantial concerns, and Congress will 
need to pay attention to them over the coming year. 
But they do not add up to ah' adequate case for 
retreating from the Gramm-Rudman-Hollings limits 
on next year’s deficit. 

To flinch at the first serious test of these new

Nearly 2 
million species of plants, birds. Insectsand 
animals have vanished; Yet man is propagating 
so fastihat hlscltieshavc grownaslarge&his 
nations of a century before. ' 

The “Global 2000 Report.” along with others 
issued by groups like the Club of Rome and the 
United Nations, paint a bleak scenario of the 
future. If present trends continue. 

But even as these secular reports were sending 
warning signals to the peopleof the world, 
religious leaders were beginning to focus on the 
moral imperatives required to address the 
challenges. lnOcUrt>erl975aconvocaUonof 
spiritual leaders read a statement to the United 
Nations; “The crises of our time are challenging

1983, and the American Baptist “Policy State- 
ment on Peace” in 1985. Other Christian 
denominations have also joined their voices to 
this ecumenical peace movement, includlngthe 
Christian Church, the Church of Christ Scientist, 
the Mennonltes and Brethren, and the Mormon 
Church. , 

Non-Christian ^ups are also speaking out. 
Buddhists, for example. hayebeeny^ active in 
thcpcacemovementandtheB'aha’ishave' 
recently Issued a statement addressed to “The 
Peoples of the World.” entitled "The Promise of 
World Peace.” which has been personally pres- 
ented to numerous leaders of thought, including 
the secretary-genera) of the United Nations, 
President Reagan and the members of the U.S. 
Supreme Court, 

One would be hard-pressed to select one of 
these documents over the others. Rather they all 
tend to be mutually reinforcing and provide 
comolemcntary Insights to a wide variety of 


socl^ challenges. Put together, they constitute 
a veritable blueprint for a new world order and 
offer viable strategies for building a peaceful and 
just global clvillzallon. 

The critics might not be Impressed. The 
religious community Is too Ideologically frac- 
tured to exercise any real influence on the war- 
oriented, nation-state system, they say. Besides, 
the Ideal of world governance Is either a utopian 
fantasy or a diabolical device.

Reagan had asked Congress for 
SS.3 billion for research and testing 
on, his Star Wars plan for missile: 
defense systems, also called the, 
Strategic Defense Initiative. Thd^ 
Senate approved- $3.9 billion for the: 
program and the House authorlzcdj 
$3.1 billion. 

Without mentioning the cuts by 
the Senate, Reagan said the House 
reductions would “severely slash” 
his request. 

"To gravely upderfund SDl Is to 
place In jeopardy all our hopes for 
arms reduction,” the president 's^d. 
“It Is to leave America Indefinitely' 
naked to missile attack, whether by- 
accident or design. These radical

Earlier this year, Reagan declared, 
the United States will not be bound 
by limits of the SALT treaty; which 
has never been ratified.

■ TWIN Falls - Leaning on a 
ladder, scraping away flaking 
paint . . . sealing open wounds in 
wealhereo wood . . . spreading 
paint In long strokes, smoothing 
and then ^reading again. 

You gel to know a house 
close when you take brush In hand 
and cover It with paint. 

Close to 500 volunteers met 20 
Magic Valley homes at arm's 
length - and closer - Saturday 
In Uie ' area's first Paint Magic 
project.

TWIN FALLS - To target 
understatement, one would say 
Rob Nicholson has some potential. 

But this is sports, so why use 
restraint? Listen to these ap- 
praisals of Nicholson, Twin Falls’ 
archer extraordinaire, holder of a 
dozen national Junior records and 
1986 collegiate indoor and outdoor 
champion: 

“His potential .is unlimited," 
says Dick Carclla, a renowned ar- 
chery Inventor who has watched 
Nicholson compete for two years. 
“His basic form Is perfect." 

“If Rob decides tomorrow to go 
full force, I bjeileve he could beat 
CDarrell) Pace and (Rick) McKin- 
ney," says A1 Henderson, U.S. ar- 
chery coach at the 1976 Olympics.' 

Henderson, who also coached 
Nicholson when he spent the spr- 
ing of 1384 training in Phoenix, Is 
referring to Pace and McKinney, 
the gold and sliver medalists at 
the '84 Los Angeles Summer 
Olympics, respectively, and the 
pair tnat has dominated men’s ar- 
cher on the International level for 
the past dkade. ' 

At 19, Nicholson, an incoming 
sophomore at Arizona State Uni- 
versity, already iias earned a rep- 
utation that has led Carella to 
p^Iek him and a former ASU archer, 
Glehri Myers, as the two who will 
r^lace McKinney and Pace.on the 
world scene. 

"I Judge them on their form." 
Carella says from his Michigan 
home that doubles as his 
workshop. "They both have the 
potential form to be No. I ar- 
chers." 

Carella ■ and Henderson agree 
that Nicholson needs more experi- 
ence, but' they also concur on 
something else. "He's got the tal- 


ent," Henderson says, ‘i've 
always thought that R<» would be 

r here crowding the Olympic 
ters." 

Indeed, It almost seems in- 
evitable that the tall Twin Falla 
Hi^ School graduate vdth the 
quick grin will be sighting targets 
. at the '88 Games in Seoul, South 
Korea. 

“I'm still aiming for It, but you 
never know what's going to happen 
..." says Nicholson, e^oying one 
of his few free moments recently 
at his family's home east of Twin 
Falls. 

Referring to the '88 trials, he 
adds, “I wif/tryout. I'll be there.” 
Olympic competition would con- 
tinue an already honor-filled 
career. At the intermediate level, 
for ages 15-17, be set 16 records 
while winning six national titles; 
he still holds 12 records. 

And though he missed qualifying 
Tor the '84 Olympic team, 
Nicholson. managed. last summer 
to grab a spot on the U.S. national 
team, as its youngest member.

Snake River Conservation Research Center 
director moving to new position with USD A

KIMBERLY - W. Doral Kemper 
delicts tn discovery. 

The breakup of soli particles by 
wolcr fascinates him. Losses of 
water down earthworm holes tn 
Magic Valley fields intrigue him. 
Even the cleansing of water with 
trash screens piques his Interest. 

For the past seven years, Kemper 
has been able to indulge his curiosity 
us research leader for water 
management studies . at the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture’s Snake 
River Conservation Research Center 
near Kimberly. 

Between his administrative duties 
-.as.. ccntciL jllrcctor, Ke mper has 
brainstormed projects,*' anal yzefl 
resWts and wrlUen papers. He’s 
done everything but walk the Irtiga* 
tlon furrows In test plots. 

"I like to get into the field myself, 
but I just can't consistently enough 
to do the work out there, ’ ’ he says. 

In, the next few weeks, Kemper’s 
bridge to the soil disappears.

lion at the national headquarters of 


the USDA’s Agricultural Research 
Service.

So, the Snake River center now Is 
In the midst of o change of com- 
mand. David L. Carter, the center's 
researcfvteader for soli management 
and water quality research, look 
over Kemper’s administrative 
responsibilities on July 1.

When Kemper departs. Carter also 
will lead the water management 
research studies. On Oct. 1, all 
water and soil studies will be merg- 
ed into one unit.

Scientists study *dark-end syndrome* in spuds

KIMBERLY — A team of tour scientists at the 
Snake River Conservation Research Center In 
Kimberly will probe the origin and control of 
"dark-end syndrome" In potatoes during the 
next three years. 

U.S. Department of Agriculture officials have 
set aside $350,000 for studies to discover why 
sugars accumulate In the ends of pqtato.tubcrs, 
U.S. Sens. Steve Symms and Jim Mt-Clure. both 
—R-ldahiL.said this past week. 


The problem Is Important to potato processors 
because it affects the appearance of their pro- 
ducts. When shaped into french fries and cooked, 
the sugary ends turn deep brown and do not meet 
standardsof customers. 

The syndrome has plagued growers and pro- 
cc^rs In western Idaho during the post two 
years. However, it is not common in the Magic 
Valley and upper Snake River Valley. 

The Snake River Center has set up a study pro- 
ject and one experiment already is underway, 
said David L. Carter, who heads the station's 
soils research unit. 


Studies relating to the dark-end syndrome are ; 
plentiful. However. "We’ve got to package the 
Information that's available," he said. 

An Important factor seems to be the . 
temperature of the soil early in the tuber’s 
growth, he says. 

The research team consists of two soils scien- 
tists and two agricultural engineers. They are:-: 
Dale Westerman. a specialist in soil fertUllyi:; 
Bob Sojka. a specialist in physical conditions o(» 
soils; Dennis Kincaid, an engineer familiar wUh t 
sprinkler systems: and Tom Trout, an expert Int - 
managing lurrow irrigation.

"Based on the relatively small 
response to the wheal poll, I don't 
ihlnk a great deal of significance can 


be attached to the results," said 
Agriculture Secretary Richard E. 
Lyng. "1 there fore consider the poll 
Itb be inconausIvbl TT~:: . ' —I — 

Of 1,565.517 ballots mailed to 
wheal producers. 316,034 were 
returned, and of Uiose, 26,626 were 
determined to be Invalid. About 
16,000 were rejected at county of- 
fices because producers failed to 
following instructions for placing 
ballots In proper envelopes or 
because more than one ballot was 
enclosed. 

The remaining 319,408 were valid. 
Of those, ; 171.389 or 54 percent 
favored mandatory production con- 


trols. while 148,019 or 46 percent, op- 
poi^them. 

Congress ordered the vote in last 
ycar's-Food-SccurltyAct. Although 
It would not be' binding on (he gov- 
ernment, many fell that a heavy 
vole In favor of mandatory controls 
could trigger a new wave of farm 
law revisions on Capitol Hill. 

Indeed, there were strong Demo- 
cratic rumblings for changes in the 
law after the results were announc- 
ed. 

"Wheal farmers have lunied 
thumbs .down on the administra- 
tion's farm bill." said Sen. Tom 
Harkin. D-Iowa. "This poll says the 


farmers want a dlflercnl course.” 
Harkin acknowledged he doesn’t 
expect' any legislative action this 
yeatj but said, -"The administration 
has tfie authority to do most 'dfwh'at 
we want to do . . . we’re going to 
turnup the heat.” 

Rep. Dan Gllckman. D-Kan., said, 
•it’s the height of arrogance to 
mlnlmfec the voting partlcipalion. . 
. . It does reflect great dlssallsfac- 
tlon with the 1985 farm program" 
and that "this referendum gives us 
the ammunition we nc^.” 

Rep. Kika de la Carta. D-Texos, 
chairman of the House Agriculture 
Committee, said the poll results 


showed there arc “substantial 
numbers of farmers" who prefer 
supply management programs In- 
stead of ' the market-orlcnUid pro- 
grams now in effect. 

De la Garza said he (ell his com- 
mittee "should continue to monitor 
the situation, with an eye toward 
possible hearings" when Congress 
returns to work next month. 

"While I’m not sure going back to 
strict supply management Is tn the 
best interest of formers at this 
lime, we have a responsibility to 
study anything that gives farmers a 
belter chance of slaying on the 
farm, "he said.
